3. Items of interest at the DDS Staff Meeting; 

a. Voluntarv/Invol untary Retirement Procedure Jack Coffey stated 
at the staff meeting yesterday that the voluntary/ involuntary retirement pro- 
cedure will be continued in FY 1972, primarily because of continuing future 
personnel ceiling reductions. He emphasized that employees must under- 
stand that this procedure is not a "matter of right, " i. e. , it would not be 
wise to plan one's discontinued service retirement under this procedure beyond 
the next fiscal year. There will be a Headquarters Notice issued on this sub- 
ject and we are preparing a book dispatch for the field. 
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Other items of interest: 

a. CLI in Retirement Annuities The current base month for compu- 
tation of cost-of-living increases is May 1970 when the Consumer Price 
Index stood at 134. 6. Three percent above that level is 138. 7, and as you 
know the CPI must remain at or above the higher figure for 3 consecutive 
months to trigger a new CLI. At the end of November 1970, the CPI reached 
137.8, 9/10 of 1 point below the required level. At the end of December 1970 
the CPI reached 138. 5. Assuming the CPI will reach at least 138. 7 at the end 
of January 1971, the next CLI could be effective 1 June 1971. It is important 
that you call this matter to the attention of any of your people who may be 
planning retirement this summer. It could be that some would wish to plan 

to retire by the end of May on the prospect of a CLI effective 1 June. 

Remember that a CIARDS participant must obtain the Director's approval 
to retire. A CSRS participant need only submit his retirement application. 

You should be alert to the timing required for the granting of honor awards 
before the person retires and be sure to give the HMAB as much lead time 
as is possible. 

b. Real Estate and Construction Since we may be engaging in purchase 
of more houses for COS around the world, you should know that DDS has 
approval authority for not to exceed $100, 000 per house. Proposals in excess 
of $100,000 require approval by the Executive Director- Comptroller. 

c. ^^^^^^^^^^^^^^B Plaque At noon on 29 January 1971, the Director 
eulogized^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ his unique skills and contributions to the national 
intelligence effort from 1943 to 1963. The plaque, sculpted 

was unveiled and will be placed in the outer office of the DDP.
